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SURRENDER OF THE DISTILLING 
COMPANY. 


After along but ineffectual strug- 
gle, the Cattle Feeding and Distilling 
Company has this week virtually ac- 
knowledged complete defeat in its at- 
tempts to control the trade in spirits 
by openly lowering its quotations for 
alcohol to the figures at which the 
independent distilleries are selling. 

This result has been repeatedly and 
clearly foreshadowed in recent issues 
of the Kerorter and the consuming 
trade is to be heartily congratulated 
upon the prospect of being forever 
emancipated from the artificial and 
burdensome restrictions imposed by

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“Trust.”” Throughout its career the 
Distilling Company has haughtily as- 
sumed the right to coerce buyers into 
patronizing the concern, oblivious of 
the fact that the flagrant impositions 
practiced upon its customers must 
eventually conduce to its discredit 
and sweep away every vestige of its 
power. For the first time in ite his- 
tory the institution tacitly confesses 
its inability to stem the tide of popu- 
lar discontent which its unsavory 
methods have aroused, and by plac- 
ingits prices on an equality with 
those of the independent distillers it 
has at length succumbed to the inev- 
itable, 

So far as alcohol is concerned, it is 
no longer a question as to whether 
buyers shall be permitted to exercise 
the freedom of choice in placing 
their orders. This problem has been 
reluctantly solved in their favor by 
the action forced upon the Distilling 
Oompany and henceforth free compe- 
tition will be a feature of the market. 
It has for along time past been evi- 
dent that the former monopoly would 
not be able to maintain its position 
and that sooner or later its arbitrary 
manner of dealing with the trade 
would be forcibly rebuked. The 
buyers of spirits, tired of the annoy- 
ances, losses and injustice insepara- 
ble from the methods heretofore pur- 
sued by the Distilling Company, man- 
ifested their opposition at first by ar- 
guments and protests, which the con- 
cern persistently ignored. This feel- 
ing of antagonism gradually devel- 
oped and within the past few months 
@ general revolt has taken place 
against the “Trust,” which has com- 
pelled the concern to adopt a policy 
more in consonance with the rights of 
the trade. 

The break in the Distilling Oom- 
pany’s prices for alcohol which 
it has been obliged to make 
is significant of a victorious ending 
to the determined struggle that has 
been waged against it by its outraged 
patrons and the general trade during 
the past two years. While the quo- 
tations put forward by the “Trust”’ 
are still subject to the usual rebate 
stipulations, it is commonly under- 
stood that the obligations arising 
from these agreements are not expect- 
ed to be enforced. They are viewed 
as nominal only and buyers of alco- 
hol and other goods, who obtain their 
supplies from the *‘Trust’’ are becom- 
ing fully convinced that the rebate 
system of the institution is defective 
and cannot be legally carried out. 
The decision rendered last week at 
Chicago in the quo warranio proceed. 
ings instituted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Illinois, looking to the forfeit- 
ure of the charter of the Distilling 
and Oattle Feeding Oompany has in- 
tensely alarmed the concern. Al- 
though tne decree of the court was 
pronounced on an interlocutory issue 
the tenor of the judge’s opinion is 
sufficiently indicative of the legal sta- 
tus of the “Trust” to leave no room 
todoubt the complete overthrow of 
the concern upon a final trial of the 
case. It was held by the court that 
the Distilling Oompany is a danger- 


ous and unlawful combination and 
that under the showing made by lts 
attorneys no reason existed why its 
charter should not be set aside. Re- 
ferring to the plea of the ‘“l'rust” 
that alcohol, whiskey and its various 
products are not necessities of 
life, and therefore a monopoly of 
them would not injure the public, the 
court remarked: ‘The fallacy of this 
contention becomes apparent when it 
is considered that alcohol and high 
wines enter largely into the mechani- 
cal arts and apothecary supplies.’’ 

Thus the odious combination is 
gradually falling to pleces and it is 
no longer able to offer more thana 
feeble resistance to the inroads of in- 
dependent competitors. The trade 
needs freedom from interference in 
the matter of buying and recent 
events have placed it within their 
power to throw off the yoke of the 
“Distilling Oompany.” 


OPIUM DEPRESSED. 


The continued weakness in the 
value of opium in all the markets of 
the world is in striking contrast with 
the situation existing during the 
months of January and February. 
The important advance that then de- 
veloped was viewed by many asin. 
augurating an era of stable and high 
prices, but subsequent events have 
fully disproved that belief and now 
there isa conspicuous lack of confi- 
dence pervading the trade regarding 
the future of the drug. Itseems now 
to be generally conceded that the ad- 
vance which became so pronounced 
early in the year was based upon the 
heavy purchases then made in anticl- 
pation of the possibility of opium 
being again restored to the dutiable 
list. So rapid and extensive was the 
buying that since the beginning of 
the year and up to the present time 
the receipts of opium in the United 
States, which had been shipped prin- 
cipally on account of these heavy 
transactions, amount to considerably 
more than the entire quantity im- 
ported during the whole of the year 
1893. This clearly corroborates what 
we have frequently asserted—that the 
stocks now available in this country 
are extremely large. Further acces- 
sions to the supplies are looked for, 
and while the accumulation is going 
on the indifference of buyers seems to 
increase. 

Towhat extent holders will be able 
to dispose of their goods remains 
to be aeen. Ofcourse if the pending 
tariff bill should ultimately become 
a law, those who bought with refer- 
ence to that contingency. will doubt- 
less realize handsomely on their in- 
vestments. This possibility explains 
the reluctance of the principal bold- 
ers to urge business at the present 
time. Having bought at higher dg- 
ures than those now ruling, it is al- 
most imperative for them to awaita 
turn forthe better in prices. Mean 
while there is no demand for the 
drug and the tendency is persistently 
downward. ‘There are nce factors 
now operating thatcan give avy sub- 
stantial hope of early relief from the 
prevalling depression, if we except 
the action that may eventually be 
taken by Congress on the question of 
re-imposing a duty. From past ex- 
perience and current indications it is 
scarcely to be expected that the de- 
bate and final vote on the tariff bill 
in the Senate will be brought to a 
close for some time. 

The reports from the primary mar- 
kets have latterly shown that the 
prospects for the growing crops are 
constantly improving and that, bar- 
ring unforseen conditions, the pro 
duction will be large. These ad- 
vices are not without weight in con- 
nection with present and prospective 
quotations as it is argued that with 
the abundance of opium now held in 
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this country as well as in the Euro- 
pean markets, the probability of a 
satisfactory harvest cannot but pro-

DECLINE IN MENHADEN OIL. 


The inevitable has come to pass and 
with ita reawakening sense among 
the distributers of menhaden oil, who, 
disregarding the importance of 
checking the importation of substi- 
tute oils, have, through the keen com- 
petition thus offered, been compelled 
to lower the selling price of their pro- 
duct in an endeavor to force an outlet 
for their holdings. The considera- 
tion of the propriety of this step is 
what brought together on Tuesday 
last the members of the Menhaden 
Association. and while the meeting 
was conducted behind closed doors, 
the outcome, as given out for publi- 
cation, was in substance that a de- 
crease of seven cents in the selling 
price of the oil had been decided 
upon, the issuance of the new sched- 
ule being based on the range of 
twenty five and twenty-six cents for 
southern and northern oil respect- 
ively. These newer and lower values, 
it is thought, will be conducive of 
more active trading as prices are now 
placed on a parity with, or lower than, 
any of the substitute fish oils, and as 
itis generally conceded that men- 
haden oil is superior to the foreign 
fish oils, being better adapted for the 
purposes for which it is used, 
there is little doubt, taking present 
prices as the basis of calculation, but 
what the domestic product will be 
given the preference, 

Briefly reviewing the situation 
since the first of the present year we 
find that although considerable fish 
oil has been imported, a goodly quan- 
tity of which has already been de- 
livered for consumption, not one gale 
of crude menhaden oil has been 
made. This is accounted for by 
dealers, who, by reason of the paucity 
of demani for their products, 
were loth to purchase menhaden 
oll at recent price:, claiming the ex- 
isting conditions of keen com- 
petition and low values allowed sub 
stitute oil an outlet to the detriment 
of the domestic article. This 
has. as before said, brought the 
association to a realizing sense 
of the importance of doing some- 
thing to enable them to enter 
the market as sellers, and al- 
though there yet remains 12,000 bar- 
rels of oil unsold, or nearly half of 
the total production of last year, the 
more favorable terms now offered 
consumers by reason of lower values 
may yet tend tothe revivification of 


former liberal consumption.

EXPORTS OF NAVAL STORES. 


In a recent issue of the Reporter 
an editorial relative to the exports of 
rosin during the fiscal year 1892-93, 
was published, the figures therein 
contained being the official statement 
of exports as compiled by the United 
States Statistician. Accepting 
the statistics as correct, none other 
either individual or corporative for 
this particular period being obtain- 
able, we had no hesitancy in using 
the same, but our attention subse- 
quently being directed to their ap- 
parent unreliability, we examined the 
official statistics more critically and 
found a discrepancy in the several ex- 
port tables. We called the attention 
of the Treasury Department to this 
discrepancy requesting an explana- 
tion. The reply was ‘substitution of 
type.” The corrected returns of total 
exports should read 2,059,407 barrels 
instead of 2,959,407 barrels, the differ- 
ence being 900,000 barrels. This is 
only one of many instances where the 
statistics of this department have 
been at fault, inaccuracies appearing 
in nearly every edition, and while 





these compilations are very valuable 
when correct, errors similar to the 
one above cited render them of little 
value and cause the whole compila- 
tion to be regarded as unreliable. 
With the facilities possessed by the 
Bureau of Statistics accuracy should 
be within reach, and while occasional 
errors, owing to the size and detailed 
character of this work might be con- 
doned, the evil of inaccurate figures, 
as shown by the above example, 
should be remedied and the accurate 
compilation of future statistics be 
assured. 

This being a favorable opportunity 
for reviewing the statistical position 
of naval stores during the past crop 
year we present the following figures, 
compiled by an acknowledged author- 
ity, and although space does not per- 
mit of giving the same in full on this 
page we present them in detail else- 
where in this issue. [In this con- 
nection note should be taken of the 
fact that the fiscal year ends June 30 
and the crop year March 31.] The 
total receipts of rosin at the five 
principal primary centers of 
distribution during the year 
under review amounted to 1,629,605 
barrels which shows a deerease from 
those of the preceding year, the 
figures as presented for that period 
being 1,722,688 barrels. The total ex- 
ports to all countries amounted to 
1,187,211 barrels, as against 1,338,863 
barrels during the year preceding, 
The stock on hand at tbe end of the 
present crop year amounted to 222,771 
barrels, This left a quantity equal to 
119,628 barrels for domestic consump- 
tion, but this quantity, it should be 
remembered, does not represent the 
entire home consumption, the dis- 
tribution for home use from 
Mobile and New Orleans, 
the figures of which are not includei 
in these statistics, and which are 
merely conjectural as no statistics of 
the amounts are compiled, materially 
adding to the quantities representing 
the domestic consumption. 

The statistical position of spirits 
turpentine as shown by this compila- 
tion gives the total receipts during 
the past crop year as 393,634 barrels, 
as against 443,374 barrels during the 
year preceding, and the total exports 
to all ports at 249,790 b. rrels, leaving 
143,744 barrels for domestic distribu- 
tion. As in the case of rosin, the two 
territories above mentioned, help to 
swell the quantities consumed in 
United States and are not included 
in the statistics upon which these 
calculations are based.

NITRATE OF SODA FIRMER. 


The statistical position of nitrate of 
soda is shown to be exceptionally 
strong, and but for the comparatively 
light demand prices would no doubt 
rule considgerably higher. Nor is 
there any prospect of an easier mar- 
ket as the amounts to come forward 
are not la ge, while the advices from 
the west coast of South America in- 
dicate an advance in quotations there 
and an advance in the rates of freight 
to the United States. There is now 
in stock and due the present month 
100,000 bags. In May there will be 
due 60,000 bags, and in June 20,000 
bags more, making the total visible 
supply to July 1 about 170,000 bags, 
At the average rate ef consumption 
during the past two years this would 
be about sufficient to meet consump- 
tive requirements, but as this is the 
season of year of largest demand a 
shortage would result under or- 
dinary trade conditions, This year, 
however, the demand is light- 
er than usual by 
the depression in the mining and 
glass industries, and therefore the 
movement of nitrate into consump- 
tion may be expected tobe smalier, 
with the prospects that the supply 
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will prove ample. The total visible 
supply to July 1 last year was 307,000 
bags, and yet prices ruled somewhat 
higher than they do at the present 
time. In view, howaver, of the higher 
values at the sources of supply, and 
the advance in freight rates, an early 
advance is probable; in fact, some 
importers now name a figure some- 
what above the price a‘ which sales 
have been recently consummated. 
The course of the market during the 
next two months will depend upon 
the demand, Should that improve 
and reach normal proportions for this 
season of the year higher prices are 
sure to follow, and, on the other hand, 
with a restricted demand no reduc- 
tion from current quotations need be 
looked for by reason of the condi- 
tions existing as explained above.

NALIN, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Messrs. Schulze Berge and Koechi, 
against the decision of tne collector 
of customs at New York as to the 
rate and amount of duties chargeable 
on certain chemical compounds, im- 
ported June 23, 1893, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt: j 

We find—1. That Messrs. Schulze- 
Berge & Koechi imported into the 
port of New York, June 23, 1893, a 
quantity of paranitranalin, upon 
which duty was assessed at 36 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 18, 
N. T., and which is claimed to be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 19, N. T. 

2, That paranitranalin is a chem- 
ical compound and a coal-tar prepar- 
ation, not a color or dye, 

The protest is sustained.

TONKA-BEANS ORYSTALS. 

In the matter of the protest of 
Herman Kienzler,agaiost the decision 
of the coliector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain vege- 
table substance, crude, imported Oc- 
tober 24, 1893, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Wil- 
kingon, 

The goods are tonka bean crystals 
similar to those covered by G. A. 
1923, We said in that decision that 
the article might be entitled to free 
entry as a crude vegetable substance, 
but that the board was not in posses- 
sion of sufficient information to so 
determine the question in that case. 
Further consideration of the subject 
leads us to the conclusion, and we 80 
find that the said merchandise is a 
crude vegetable substance, and we 
hold that it is exempt from duty 
under paragraph 653, N. T. 

The protest is sustained accord- 
ingly. 





RAPESEED OIL. 


In the matter of the protests of the 
United Oil Uo., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain rapeseed 
oil, imported August 8, 1893, and 
September 12, 1893, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt: ; 

We find that the protestants im- 
ported into the port of New York, in 
the year 1893, certain rapeseed oil, as 
shown above, and duty was assessed 
thereon at 10 ceats per gallon under 
paragraph 43, N.T. It is claimed to 
be fit only for soap stock and there- 
fore exempt from duty under para- 
graph 699, N T. 

The merchandise being rapeseed 
oil, is denominatively provided for in 

aragraph 43, and being specially pro 
vided for, is excluded from para- 
graph 599. 

The protests are overruled.

has a bright luster and a coal tar 
odor, and is very brittle. 

It appearing that the bitumen is 
crude, although having the appear- 
ance of being refined, the protest is 
sustained.

GINGER GRASS OIL,

grass oil, imported September 28, 
1893, the following is the opinion by 
General —— Lunt: 

Messrs. Fuerst Bros. & Oo, Im- 
ported into the port of Boston, Sept- 
ember 23, 1893, certain merchandise 
invoiced as ginger grass oil (essential 
oil), and the same was assessed for 
duty at 26 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 76,N. T. The importers 
claim the same to be exempt from 
duty as an oil commonly used in soap 
making. 

We find the merchandise to be an 
essential oil known as ginger grass 
oil, and ofien as Turkish oil of gera- 
nium, and as rose oil. It is largely 
used for the adulteration of attar of 
roses, alsoin the manufacture of per- 
fumery, and while it is used for per- 
fuming soaps, it is not chiefly or 
commonly used in soap making. 

The protest is overruled.

While this finding is in accordance 
with the appraiser’s return, he also 
reported that the articles were 
“chemical compounds” and assess- 
ment of duty at 25 per cent, was made 
under the latter enumeration. 

The board has invariably held, and 
is still of the opinion, that enumera- 
tion under paragraph 74 is more spe- 
cific than under paragraph 76, 

We sustain the claim that the mer. 
chandise is dutiable at 50 cents per 
pound under paragravh 74, N. T. 

This is not in conflict with G. A. 
1,631, for in that case it was held that 
crude cocaine is not a medicinal prep- 
aration, and that it is properly cov- 
= by paragraph 76, a residuary 
clause.

tar preparation, and is claimed to be 
free under paragraph 473, N. T. 

2. That said merchandise is known 
as phtalic acid. and is a chemical 
compound, a coal tar preparation, not 
a color or dye. It is formed by 
strongly oxidizing naphthalene, and 
is an acid. It is used in the arts asa 
material in the production of coal tar 
dyes by ccmbining the same with 
other acids or salts, 

3. A very large proportion of the 
coal tar dyes and preparations are 
acids. Being acoal tar preparation, 
it is specially provided for in para- 
graph 19 of the tariff act, and the pro- 
tests are overruled. 





CRUDE BEIRUT BITUMEN, 


In the matter of the protest of M. 
Zalka & Co., against the decision of 
customs at New York as to the rate 
and amount of duties chargeable on 
certain Syrian asphaltum or bitumen, 
imported May 31, 1898, the following

We find (1) that Megers. M. Zalka & 
Co., imported into the port of New 
York. May 31, 1893, certain so-called 
bitumen, which was assessed for duty 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem under gee. 
tion 4, N. T., and is claimed to be free 
under paragraph 496 as crude bitu- 
men, 

(a) That said merchandise is com- 
mercially known as Syrian asphaltum 
and as bitumen de Judea, and isa 
mined at Hasbaya, about 40 miles 
from Beirut, inSyria. It is of a clear 
black color, with a brilliant luster, 
extremely brittie and burns readily. 
As shown by analysis, it is quite free 
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use in the manufacture of varnishes, 
It is similar to that passed upon in 
G. A. 1,958, which was found upon 
the evidence in that case to be refined, 
In this case abundant evidence is 
presented to establish the fact that 
the asphaltum, or more properly, the 
bitumen, as exported from Beirut is 
not refined, butisin its natural con- 
dition as mined, quite free from im. 
purities and equal to some kinds of 
so-called refined asphaltum or bitu- 
men. We further find said merchan- 
dise to be crude asphaltum or bitu- 
men, 

G. A. 1,958 should not therefore be 
acted upon as classifying asphaltum 
or bitumen re directly from 
Beirut as the refined article. 

The protest is sustained. 





COAL-TAR (“‘SUGAR’’) COLORS. 


In the matter of 9he protest of Wm. 
Pickhardt & Kuttroff, against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain coal-tar colors, so-called “sugar 
colors,” imported September 1, 1893, 
the following is the opinion by Gen. 
eral Appraiser Lunt: 

We find—1. That Messrs. W. Pick- 
hardt & Kuttroff imported into the 
port of New York, September 1. 1893, 
certain so-called sugar colors, which 
were assessed for duty at 35 per cent. 
as coal tar colors or dyes under para- 
gragh 18, N. T., and which the im 
porters claim are dutiable at 25 per 
cent. as lakes under paragraph 61. 

2. That said sugar colors are com- 
posed of coloring matters obtained 
from coal tar in the form of powders 
or lakes, mixed with or suspended 
in & mucilaginous solntion, and are 
used for coloring candies. 

8. That the same are coal-tar colors. 

Paragraph 18 of the tariff provides 
for all coal-tar colors or dyes, by 
whatever name known, which are not 
elsewhere specially provided for in 
the act. There are numerous colors, 
including lakes, obtained from 
sources other than coal tar, which 
are provided for in paragraph 61, but 
paragraph 18 provides for all coal-tar 
colors, except those denominatively 
ae for in other parts of the tar 
ffact. As is well known, coal tar 
colors or dyes are imported in the 
form of powders, pastes, and liquid 
solutions,and we perceive no grounds 
upon which this protest can be sus- 
tained. 

The decision of the collector is 
affirmed, 





MUCILAGE, 


In the matter of the protest of A. 
Klipstein, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain rmaucilage, im 
ported June 29, 1893, the following is: 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Wilkinson : 

The merchandise is an article 
known commercially as mucilage, 
and is a mixture of ground or pow- 
dered gum arabic and water. It was 
assessed with duty at 20 per cent. 
under section 4, N. T., and is claimed 
either to be exempt from duty as a 
gum under paiagraph 660, N. T., or 
to be dutiable under paragraph 24, 

Paragraph 24 is as follows: 

24. Drugs, such as barks, beans. 
berries, balsams, buds, bulbs, and 
bulbous roots, and excrescences,such 
nut galls, fruits flowers, dried fibers, 
grains, gums, and gum resins, herbs, 
leaves, lichens, mosses, nuts, roots 
and stems, spices, vegetables, seeds 
(aromatic, not — seeds), and 
geeds of morbid growth, weeds, 
woods used expressly for dyeing, and 
dried insects, any of the foregoing 
which are not edible, but which have 
been advanced in value or condition 
by refining or grinding, or by other 
process of manufacture, and not spec- 
ially provided for in this act, ten per 
centum ad valorem, 

The fact that the article is known as 
mecnee does not destroy its com.

Canada Petroleum Matters, 


There is a little change in the price 
of either crude or refimed just now. 
Doaalers have been watching affairs in 
Ottawa too closely to do mueh trad- 
ing for the time being. Now that the 
general anxiety is allayed we shall 
see whether there will be any change 
in the volume of business done here. 
For a long time back there has been 
a lamentable depression in the oil 
business, nearly all the drilling rigs 
have been idle, and the refineries 
have been fust filling orders and no 
more. The price of crude has been 
so low that many producers have 
been holding their oil, in the hope of 
a rise in price coming along. The 
chief cause of the low figure for crude 
has been the fierce competition of the 
refiners. They seem to be all trying 
to sell their manufactures at such a 
low figure as to force their competi- 
tors out of the race. With such a 
state of things atthe refineries they 
will not pay a larger price than they 
are now paying for crude, in fact at 
the present price of refined they can 
hardly do so, The ratio between the 
price of crude and refined is about 16 
tol. Ifthe price of refined were to 
advance half a cent a gallon, the re- 
finers could easily pay 8 cents a bar- 
rel more for oil. If, instead of strug- 
gling madly for each other’s extinc-

Peanut Oil and Cake. 


Oonsul General Mason, at Frank- 
fort, has made a report on the use of 
peanuts, which the State Department 
has published. He says: 

“The use of peanut products by the 
German army and 7 has not yet 
passed the experimental stage. An 
elaborate series of trials was com. 
pleted only a forcnight ago, and the 
results have been reported officially 
to the Ministry of War. In1891 there 
were imported into‘ Germany 16,762 
tons of peanuts, a slight increase 
over the imports of the Pamyry | 
year. The receipts declined to 13,168 
tons in 1892, but rose in 1893 to 20,973 
tone, of which 25 tons were purchased 
in New York, 6 tons in Brazil, while 
8,471 tons.came from West Africa, 
6,481 tons from East Africa, and 7,040 
tons from British East India, This 
large supply of imported peanuts is 
used for the manufacture of oil. 


“The percentage of oll in different 
kinds of peanuts is as follows: Sene- 
gal peanuts, 51 per cent.; Oongo pea- 
nuts, 49 per cent.; East African pea- 
nuts, 49 percent.; American peanuts, 
42 per cent.; Bombay peanuts, 44 per 
cent. ; Madras peanuts, 43 per cent. 

“At the oil mills the kernels are 
ground or crushed and submitted to 
| three successful pressings, in which 

a force of about 260 atmospheres is 
, employed. The first pressing expels 
, about 40 per cent, of the vil, the 
|gecond 4 per cent. and the third 
pressing from 2 to3 per cent. of the 
remainder. Oold pressed oil of the 
firet preseing from African or the 
best American peanuts is used in 
Germany as salad oil and for various 
culinary purposes. 

“The most important secondary 
product of peanut manufacture is the 
oil cake or meal which remains after 
the oil has been, as far as practicable, 
extracted by pressure. This sells for 
from $30 to $82 per ton,and until with- 
in @ year or two past has been used 
fn Germany exclusively as food for 
cattie, sheep, and to some extent for 
| horses, though it is said it is too rich 

and heating for working animais, 
and except in the coldest weather, 
causes excessive perspiration unless 
| fed in small quantities and mixed 
with grains. Under chemical an- 
alysis peanut oil meal snows such 
extraordinary richness in nitrogenous 
elements that the German savants 
have seized upon it as an obvious 
source of cheap and highly concen- 
trated material for human food, 
adaptable not only to army and navy 
rations, but of timely and important 
value to the peasant and industrial 
classes, which have suffered froma 
long and nearly exclusive diet of 
bread and potatoes, unmixed witha 
due proportion ef nitrogenous animal 
food. This has led to a series of 
experiments which are still in pro- 
ress, and so the intervention by Dr. 

ordlinger,a chemist at Bockenheim, 
of a series of preparations from 
peanut meal which seem destined to 
lay an important partin the future 
‘ood economy of the German people. 
The problem was to convert a waste 
material—the secondary product of 
oil manufacture —into a palatable, nu- 
tritious and wholesome form of hu- 
man food, cheaper in cost than the 
same equivalents of nutrition could 
be supplied in any other form, and 
susceptible of simple and easy prepa. 
ration by aay cook of ordinary intel- 
ligence. 

‘Four preparations have been on 
the market for a year, and they have 
been tried on 120 patients in a hospi- 
tal. More tban half of these found 
peanut meal soup palatable and ex- 
cellent, All throve well on it. Its 
sustaining power is remarkable. Al- 
though easily digested and assimilat- 
ed even by invalids, its durability— 
for want of a better term—surpasses 
even that of the hitherto unequalled 
‘Souja bean’ of Japan and Ohina. All 
this has been made the subject of 
careful experiment by the military 
authoritiesof Germany. In the gar- 
rison at Frankfort and elsewhere the 
men have been supplied with soups 
made from the peanut grists. anc the 
results carefully notea in official re- 
ports which have been recently made 
to the Ministry of War at Berlin, and 
which are not yet accessible. The 
first series of experiments, which was 
made some months ago, was an 
nounced by the Ministry of War as 
haviog proved quite satisfactory, and 
if the latter trials are equally favora-

There has been no activity on the 
Stock Exchange the past week, and 
consequently industrial shares have 
been more quiet than for some time 
past.

Review of the London Spice Trade. 


Judged by the imports alone, which 
this year, so far, have been only 820 
tons, against 2,730 tons in 1893, the 
position of black pepper in London 
would appear to be yo gene favor 
able for holders, as the stock is 700 
tons less than that of last year, and 
the deliveries have been within 260 
tons of what they were then; yet, 
owing doubtless to the disturbing in- 
fluence of the silver question. and the 
severe depreciation of the white metal 
in the east for months — prices of 
the article, as well as those of many 
other products received from that 
corner of the globe, rule at an ex- 
tremely low point, and common to 
good Penang and Singapore are not 
worth more than 1%d to 2%d per h, 
inlieu of 2%d to 3%d in 1893. Of 
white pepper an increasing quantity 
has been delivered, but, in spite of 
the lighter landings, the stock shows 
an excess of 220 tons; and, excepting 
for the finest qualities, quotations of 
thetwo descriptions already named 
are 1d to 2d per tb under those of 
March last. At present pod pepper 
has come to band very sparingly, but 
an ample amount is on hand, 
and the value is accordingly 
depressed to 268 to 308, against 
483 to 623 per cwt. in the prev- 
ious year. Capsicums and long pepper 
call for no especial remark, beyond 
that one description of spice is singu- 
lariy dear and the other exceptionally 
cheap; and pimepto, though present 
ing a supply of about one third of 
that in 1893, is %d per th lower than 
it was then, 

The arrivals of Ceylon cinnamon 
for the past twelve weeks exhibit an 
increase of 340 packages, and, not 
withstanding that the clearances have 
improved to 1,640 packages, against 
1,500 packages up to the end of fast 
March, the stock on the 24th inst., re 
tained a surplus of 120 packages ; con 
sequently prices mostly stand 2q to 
4d per ib below those of the former 
year, the choicest qualities showing 
the greatest reduction. The statis- 
tics of cinnamon chips at this port are 
also unfavorable to importers,supplies 
being quite out of proportion to the 
actual wants of the trade, and the 
value is exceedingly moderate, All 
the while the glut of cassia lignea in 
its relation to the scanty require. 
Menta of buyers is as remarkable as 
éver, but, curious to observe, en- 
hanced rates have become current, 
and these now range from 228. to 36s. 
in opposition to 153. 6d. to 2%8. per 
cwt, at this date last year. The few 
cassia buds left in reserve fetch 10s. 
per cwt. more than was possible a 
twelvemonth ago. Zanzibar cloves 
ate represented by a stock 7,600 pack- 
&ges heavier than that in March, 
1893, despite some falling off in the 
Tecent consignments and, with poor 


deliveries, this important condiment 
on the spot is 1{d, to 1d. per Ib. 
cheaper than it was at the perlod just 
mentioned. Reduced figures have 
also been quoted for other kinds of 
cloves, including Penang at 5d. to 
10d. instead of at 64d. to 1s 2d., and 
clove etalks bring only one half what 
they did before. In Oochin ginger, 
as is too well known, there has been 
a considerable fall in price, say from 
15s. to 203. per cwt. all round, which 
has, however, had the effect of stim- 
ulating the demand, and the clear- 
ances for the last three months have 
been 6,850 packages larger than they 
were in 1893. The movements of 
other sorts of ginger (Jamaica, etc.) 
have been of an uninteresting char- 
acter, and the concessions in value 
here have given rise to little com- 
ment. More mace has been in hand | 
than desirable, and the inferior 
grades being most abundant of any, 
have been realized at easy rates. 
This, in a special sense, has been the 
case with nutmegs, which have re- 
ceded several pence per pound for all 
but the highest average weights. 

Pearl sago has arrived pretty 
freely, but although it has not been 
cleared from the warehouses so read- 
ily as it was io the first quarter of 
1893, the exis'ing stock is much 
scantier than the corresponding one 
at that time, and the decline in quo 
tations has been nothing extraor- 
dinary. The quantity of sago flour 
in first hands is no doubt excessive, 
embracing 1,680 tons, against 730 
tons; and in face of deliveries twice 
those previously recorded, the value 
has dropped to 7s. to 8s. 8d. per cwt., 
in comparison with 9s. to 105. at the 
close of last March. The receipts of 
arrowroot at the port of London, not 
being yet complete for the three 
months, are not carried down to a 
later period than February 28, when 
they were closely on a parity with 
those in 1893, and in defiance of aug- 
mented deliveries, the stock left over 
was 2,000 packages above that of a 
year back, with the natural result 
that prices have had a downward 
tendency. The first two months’ im- 
— of flake tapioca in 1894 

ave been nearly double those in the 
other year, and the clearances having 
unmistakably fallen off, the stock on 
tee 28th ult. was 3,900 tons, against 
8,630 tons in the previous February, 
thus causing the value to be at al- 
mst the lowest level ever seen, The 
quantities of pearl tapioca entered in 
wards and outwards have been very 
stinted, but an extensive etock exists, 
and quotations have been at only 10s. 
to 143, per cwt. for large, medium, or 
small grain. Scarcely any tapioca 
flour has been passing in and out 
this year, and with 650 tons in ware- 
house a month ago, against 1,049 tors 
in 1893, the selling rates have been 
down to 11s. and 6s. 6d. per cwt., ac 
cording to quality and condition.— 
London Grocer.

Soaps for Wool Scouring. 
BY DR. J. LEWKOWITSCH, 


he course of a paper read be- 

on the Society of Dyers and Oolor- 
ta, the author has given some inter- 
esting information concerning the 
goaps most useful for os goods, 
a summary of which will be found in 
the following brief abstract. The va- 
rious fats and oila used in soap mak- 
ing are described, and their proper- 
and peculiarities recounted. In 
considering the by products used in 
making wool scouring soaps, several 
roducts will be found, There is, for 
nstance, bone fat, a by product re- 
covered in making animal char or 
pone powder for fertilizing —— 
from bones. The fat may be either 
extracted with benzene—when some 
peculiar disagreeable smell will ad- 
here to it, and also most persistently 
stick to the soap made from it—or 
may be obtained by boiling with 
water. in which case it will be free 
from this smell, and therefore alto- 
ether preferable, if bone fat has to 
Bo used. It will, therefore, be easily 
understood that the quality of com- 
mercial bone fat varies considerably, 
some resembling tallow, some again 
pehaving like a very badly distilled 
oleine. In the same category, though 
somewhat lower in the list, may be 
mentioned kitchen grease, ship fat 
carriers’ grease, all of which are used 
in making scouring soaps for the

There is one other important sub- 
stance to be considered before leav- 
ing the raw materials, viz., oleic acid. 
Oleic acid is a by product obtained in 
candle works; being fluid at the or- 
dinary temperature, it is useless for 
the candle maker, The enormous 
quantities of this substance which ure 
recovered yearly are used (besides for 
lubricating textile tibers) for soap 
making. Oleic acid being a free 
acid which is so easily saponifiable— 
that is, neutralized by caustic soda or 
potash—is a most suitable material 
for textile soaps, and will always be 
largely used for that purpose. Being 
an acid, and being stronger than car- 
bonic acid, it will displace the car-. 
bonic acid from soda, and therefore 
can easily be made into soap by sim- 
ply boiling it up with sodium carbo- 
nate. The oleine soaps, as they are 
called, are specially adapted for tex- 
tile soaps. 

Resin soaps, silicate of soda and all 
filling materials are to be avoided in 
the preparation of scouring soaps. 

The best soap for such purposes is 
undoubtedly a good olive oil soap, 
butcost is an item which stands in 
the way of the use of this soap except 
for tue best class of goods. A perfect 
soap, however, for scouring, milling 
and fulling would be any soap, that 
is neutral, free from alkali, does not 
contain any unsaponfied fat, free 
from resin. mineral oil and other un 

saponifiable substances, and lastly, is

soap ~would be most detrimental 
owing to the fact that wool is soluble 
in &@ moderately dilute solution of 
NaHO, the solubility increasing as 
the temperature of the wash water 
rises. Many wool scourers use & 
very dilute solution of carbonate, and 
when applied to lower qualities of 
Wool will be perfectly useful and will 
do the work required, but for the 
very finest wool a neutral potash will 
always have to be used. At this

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is surprising to hear that some wool 
scourers actually make a secret of 
their wool-scouring process and the 
“ingredients” they use. For the 
purposes of this paper the author had 
asked one or two wool scourers to 
show him their wool scouring plant, 
but they flatly refused, fearing to be- 
tray “valuable seocrets,”” It need 
hardly be added that such secret 
powders are on a par with the largely 
advertised patent medicines. 

Passing on to the scouring of the 
woven fabric, the quality of soap to 
be used at this stage would naturally 
depend upon the work it is required 
todo. This is to eliminate the lubri- 
cant which has been used in spin- 
ning, and which may be contained in 
the fabric to the extent of about 10 
percent, If the lubricant used was 
olive oil, it will be =— to remove by 
scouring, but for the lower classes of 
woolen goods some other lubricant, 
containing more or less mineral oil, 
or some other oxidizable may have 
been used, and this will require pro- 
tracted washing with a better class of 
soap. For worsted, however, potash 
soaps are almost invariably used. 
The reasons of the author, being dif 
ferent to those proffered by Dr. Adier 
Wright in his “Oils, Fats, and 
Waxes,” as to why soft soaps have to 
be used in lieu of hard soaps. In re- 
gard to milling soaps they should be 
good neutral soap free from any ex- 
cess Of alkali, or unsaponifiable or 
unsaponified matter. 

The author then went into the 
question of whether the trade pro- 
duced soap suited to the require 
ments of the wool scourer and
